AN OPEN LETTER TO THE COAL 
MINERS OF BAY COUNTY, 
MICHIGAN. 


House of Representatives United 


tates, 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 4, 1919. 
As your representative in Con- 
iress, prompted by a sense of duty, 
snd after conference with the depart- 
ncnt of Justice, I appeal to your pa- 
riotism to heed the call of your Gov- 
nment and return to work. 
Your controversy is no longer with 
the mine operators. The President 
of the United States has declared the 
zoal strike “unjustifiable and unlaw- 
ui.” Congress by a unanimous vote 
yes pledged every resource of the 
irovermment to meet the present in- 
dus.cial emergency and to vindicate 
“ne majesty and power of the Govern- 
vent. The conspiracy of your lead- 
ers v..’ be reviewed and passed upon 
by t.. courts. Your conduct will be 
Judeed by public opinion everywhere. 
Apparently, you. have entered up- 
on this strike by reason of your affilia- 
tion with the United Mine Workers 
of America and not because of any 
serious grievance against your oper- 
ators. You have had little, if any- 
thing, to do with bringing about this 
strike. The responsibility, neverthe- 
legs, now devolves upon you to decide 
whether you will support the Govern- 
ment which protects you and your 
families from aggression—or will you 
follow arrogant, un-American Jeaders 
who, in order to enforce their de- 
mands, are willing to paralyze trans- 
portation ‘and industry and impose 
cold, hunger, and even death upon 
Sune thousands of innocent peo- 
Your Government expects, and the 
public interest demands, that your al- 
legiance and loyalty to the Govern- 
ment-be acknowledged as greater 
than your obligation to the United 
Mine Workers of America or any oth- 
er organization. Are you with the 
Government or against it? The op- 
portunity is yeurs to win the confi- 
dence and respect of your fellow men 
by returning to duty and disavowing 
the dangerous leadership of those 
who have already brought your orga- 
nization into public contempt. Your 
duty is clear. Show others the right 
course. You constitute the vast ma- 
jority of Michigan coal miners, and I 
am honored to be your Representa- 
tive in Congress. I cherish the. hope 
that by your prompt action the Gov- 
ernment may be advised of your re- 
turn to duty and that you will not 
await the collapse of the strike which 
must inevitably come if free govern- 
ment is to survive.

For weeks past: there. appeared in 

the Avalanche announcements telling 

of a circus and sorhe of the big fea- 
tures the crowd was going to see 
there. Nearly everyone was in antici- 
pation and filled with enthusiasm, and 
when the big doora were opened there 
was a monster crowd that came thru. 

The balcony and “gym” fioors were 

soon alive with people. : 

The first things to aitract the 
crowd was a well organized lot of 
side-show attractions: with their 
glowing announcements of what was 
to be seen inside.

Then Percy Failing, dressed in a 
long red cut-away coat and silk hat, 
carrying a long whip stepped to the 
centre of the ring and announced the 
several attractions as they appeared. 
Eight young girls from “The Island 
of Japan,” dressed in native costume 
sang a pretty Japanese song. They 
were liberally applauded. 

Mary Esther Schumann was an- 
nounced as the child wonder trapeze 
performer of the world. She was 
dressed in clown costume and at once 
proceeded to show ¢hat she was not 
only the youngest trapeze artist but 
also the best. She did some nifty 
stunts in the flying trapeze and fin- 
nished by gracefully standing upon 
her head, a stunt that few of the 
youngsters have been abie to accom- 
plish.

U. 6. COURT SAYS LEVER ACT 18 
VIOLATED BY STOPPING 
FUEL SUPPLY. 


UNION OFFICIALS RESTRAINED 


Minera May Return to Work Without 
interference From Any 
_ Bource, 


Indianapolic—The nation-wide strike 
of the bituminous coal miners, inaug- 
urated at midnight October 31, was 
officially ended November 11 by Judge 
Anderson of the Federal court here. 
The decision was made at the hearing 
t sustain the injunction filed by the 
government to restrain the officials 
of the United Mine Workers’ union 
from authorizing the strike, 

Violation of the war-time federal 
food and fuel contro) act, as alleged 
by the attorney general's department, 
was affirmed by the court, who said 
the strike not only waa illega) but un- 
der the circumstances it approached 
rebellion, 

Union leaders can move only toward 
ending the big walkout and cance] the 
strike calL ‘ 

Although allowed ah hour and a 
half, Judge Ames took only 35 minutes 
in presenting the government case, 
He based his argument upon President 
Wilson's denunciation of the strike and 
said the structure of the government 
was endangered by the defendants’ vio- 
lations of the fuel. control law. 

“This case,” Judge Anderson said, in 
issuing the injunction, “involves solely 
the question of enforcing the law. It 
is my absolute duty to uphold the law 
which no one man and no body of men 
has the right to override. Were we to 
admit to even the slightest degree a 
contrary right, we would undermine 
the foundations of the republic.” 

Attorneys for the miners indicated 
that they will take the case to the 
United States circuit court of appeals 
in Chicago at the earliest possible 
date. Such action, hawever, will not 
affect the injunction proceedings nor 
the government’s plan to ask that the 
temporary injunction be made perma- 
pent November 20” In the meantime, 
it is pointed out, the court's order to 
call off the strike must be carried out. 


BiG COAL MINE IS ON FIRE 


Striking Miners Assist in Saving Prop- 
erty From Ruln. 


Bicknell, Ind.— American No, 1 mine, 
said to be the largest bituminous coal 
mine in the world which was discover- 
ed on fire has been completely sealed 
after workmen had ‘toiled frantically 
practically ali night 

Because of the size of the mine and 
the value of the machinery It contain- 
ed, the fire ts said tobe one of the 
most disastrous in the coal annals of 
the country. The mine is electrically 
equipped, n@ mule power being used 
fo it. ,. 

Ordinarily 850 men are employed, 
and the mine has a capacity of 6,000 
tons of coal daily. Only 21 men, in- 
cluding pumpers and engineers, were 
employed when the fire was discovered 
and these were rescued. 

The cause of the fire had not been 
determined. The squad of oxygen 
helmet men entered the mine as scon 
as smoke was seen issuing from the 
ebaft, and found the fire was close to 
the bottom of the mine and that the 
entire working would have to be seal- 
ed over, ‘The shaft probably will have 
to remain sealed ‘from two weeks 
te two months, 

Although the employes of the mine 
ere on strike, more than 100 gathered 
about the shaft as soon as the alarm 
was sounded and volunteered to fight 
the fire, as evidence, they said, that 
they had no connection with the fire, 


INDIANS WANT BACK PAYMENTS 


File Suit to Recover Payments Stop- 
ped Many Yeara Ago. 


Washington—The Ottawa and Chip 
pewa tribes of Indians of Michigan are 
prosecuting a claim for $168,000 before 
the court of claims of the United 
States. Albert Shananquet, of Long 
Point, Mich., a member of one tribe of 
the Chippewas, and a delegate of both 
tribes, presented a letter of Introduc- 
tion to the officers of the court from 
Governor Sleeper. 

The claim aross out of the alleged 

failure of the government to continue 
payment of $1,000 to each tribe after 
the year 1836. - 
‘ It is alleged that by the treaty of 
1857 the government bound itself to 
-give each tribe $1,000 a year but in 
1836, payments ceased.

to death here when the plane fell 50 
feet and wes destroyed by fife. Strapped 
to his seat, Bviston, who was making 
the filght at the invitatfon of the pilot, 
Ben, A. Sweeney, a commercial aviator, 
waa unable to free himself. Sweeney, 
whp had. loosened his belt, jumped 
-cloar of the plane’ as it fell and was 
only lightly injured, He attributes 
the accident to engine trouble.

The discontinuance of foreign ton- 
nage bunkering was the first general 
step taken by the government since 
the coal strike began last Saturday 
toward curtailment of transpprtation. 
The central committee made it plain 
that American-owned ships and ton- 
nage under the American flag would 
continue to receive coal supplies but 
all other vessels, as the situation now 
exists, will be compelled to await the 
end of the strike.

The,cold pack canning process bend 
introduced into these. counties by the 
present County Agént during the food 
roduction ‘conservation campaign 

In'te17 atid has become the established 

method of preserving fruits and vege- 

tables, there being hardly any women 
in these counties who do not use it at 

present. Throughout the State 4 

great deal of this type of canning has 

been conducted under the direction and 
work of the Boys and Girls Club-work 
department, M. A. C. and when the 
charges were made that the method 

Was unsafe and attributing the cases 

of death by botulinus poisoning to the 

cold pack process there was consider- 
able consternation among county 
agents and club leaders. 

However the method has the back- 

ing of the State dairy and food com- 
mission, the Washington authorities 
and the department of ba: logy at 
the College in their assertions that the 
method is safe. R. A. Turner, State 
leader of club work at the College has 
the following to say about botulinus 
poisoning. 
“Investigation has proved that tho 
botulinus poisoning is exceedingly 
rare, it is just as likely to occur in 
food preserved by the open kettle 
method as in those put up by the 
cold pack canning process. Only two 
cases of poisoning have been traced 
to beans canned by the last named 
methed. In fact the first cases of 
this poisoning were traced to saus- 
age, indicating that canned goods are 
not the only foods in which this germ 
may occur. However because of the 
length of time of cooking in cold pack 
canning, all authorities are unani- 
mous in pronouncing this method as 
the one most likely to stop the devel- 
opment of the germ, and therefore the 
best method of preserving known at 
present. 

“According to bacteriologists the 
poisoning is not due to the germ it- 
self, but to the toxin it produces. 
This toxin can be destroyed by heat. 
The organism, which can grow in both 
brine and sugar solutions, produces 
gas in the process of forming the 
toxin. If the germ has grown in the 
ean long enough, food so infected will 
give off a putrid odor. 

“In the case of the olives which 
caused recent trouble this odor was 
obscured by the characteristic odor of 
the brine in which the fruit was can- 
ned. The gasses had been formed 
was borne out by the statement of 
one of the guests that the olive 
“popped” when he picked it up, and 
so, thinking it was over-ripe, he laid 
it aside.” é 

The advice given to all housewivea 
in eating their canned food is: 
FIRST: The canned food should look 

clear. There should be no evidence 

of the products having “swelled.” 

The jar must have a_ good seal. 

Experiments show that canned 

foods innoculated with the botuli- 

nus germ soon look milky and 
swell. About the top of the glass 
jar’ there are soon visible signs of 

“working.” - 

SECOND: Note the odor of the food. 
It sheuld not be putrid or have any 
“off” odor. 

THIRD: If it is at all suspicious, do 
not taste the food. Heating the 
food to the boiling point (212 F) 
for ten minutes will destroy the 
toxin making the food safe. If it 
ia desired to serve the food cold, it 
should be boiled, then chilled before 
being served,

LENGED” 


IS CHAL-

“The National Tuberculosis assgoci- 
ation is engaged in a battle in which 
it will be successful only in the degree 
that it is persistent. The campaign 
faces much-goaded popular sensa- 
tiona which are resolved to relax at 
any cost, and thus it finds the task 
more difficult. Because the ‘white 
plague’ lacks sensational elements it 
does not command attention and many 
people think that the subject does 
not concern them. But we felt a cer- 
tain concern when the Germans were 
accounting for the deaths of some 
60,000 Americans how, then should we 
feel toward the enemy at home which, 
during the same period of time, took 
toll of 150,000 American lives? The 
good natured public is slow to wrath, 
but slower still to comprehend the 
truth when doing so requires it to 
change established notions. It is 
high time that we set ourselves right 
and realize that tuberculosis claims 4 
victim out of every three persons who 
die between the ages of 18 and 45—the 
productive time of life. It is estimat- 
ed that the economic waste from the 
disease in the United-States is $500,- 
000,000 annually. The fight against 
this ravager is more than a question 
of health—it is one of economics and 
production as well. And there is a 
good prospect of making progress 
against the disease. That tuberculosis 
is both curable and preventable has 
been established beyond doubt by 
science. We cannot afford to ignore 
the challenge. 

“This year, through the influence of 
war, the United States is faced with 
an unprecedented shortage of homes, 
a shortage which makes overcrowdihg 
in our cities more intense. Tubercu- 
losis thrives in a crowd; bad air and 
unsanitary conditions make it flour- 
ish. But science’ offers methods 
which will more than off set the hand- 
ieap, and it only temains for the pub- 
lic to support the organizations which 
use the power of acience. Red Cross 
Christmas Seals will soon be here, and 
their sales will regiater the amount of 
Hien which the public is resolved to 
subscribe during the coming year.”

Men and Women Form Good Fel- 
lowship- Club Together Under 
Y, W.C. A. Leadership.

The Good Fellowship Club has msde 
{ts appearance in society in Hangchow, 
China. 

Ie began with the desire of a pro- 
gressive young Chinese doctor to give 
his compatriots, especially the Chris- 
Uans, some healthful form of social |n- 
tercourse, ; : 

Channele for a good, clean, social 
fe among Chinese people are very 
limited. Until recentiy becoming a 
Christian often meant cutting oneself 
off from one’s frlends and relatives, 
also from feast days and festivals. 
As for joint meetings of men and wom- 
en—well, such a thing was never heard’ 
of in decent society. 

The young doctor's plan of having 
a club where men and their wives 
might come together to enjoy a good 
time with each other was discouraged 
aud sniffed at. However, a few people 
agreed to be pioneers in the cause of 
social] Intercourse, and Y, W. C, A, sec- 
retaries agreed to help make the club 
a success, : 

At first the meetings of the club 
were laughed at by outsiders and the 
whole affair considered a Joke, How- 
ever, the members kept on meeting, 
first 21 one hovse and then at another. 
Soon the men got over the feeling of 
strangeness at starting out with thelr 
wives on Tuesday evening for a 
friend's home. The women began to 
enjoy the outing and to take part in 
the discussions—au ifutelligent part. 
too—much to the surprise of their hus- 
bands. 

The membership grew. The club's 
fame began to spread. At first the dis- 
cussions of the club were conducted Sp 
English. Soon it became necessary 
for them to be carried on In Chinese 
so that more of the women could un- 
derstand and take part. Many of the 
scoffers began to apply for admission. 
The members began Indulgitng in much 
friendly chaffing and occasionally for- 
got their dignity to play jokes on one 
another. Finally {t became so large 
that it hed to be divided Into two sec- 
tlons, which met separately three 
Tuesday evenings in the month and on 
the fourth Tuesday met together for a 
joint session, with a special program. 

Students just returned from Amerl- 
can and German colleges, an old Bud- 
dbist scholar who ts particularly inter- 
ested in the discussion on Buddhism 
and Christianity, merchants, rallroad 
and government officials compose the 
men‘s side of the room. The women. 
are stilt a bit shy about talking tn 
front of so many people, but many of

Réal American plenics are the latest 
thing which the club has tried, and 
they are a grent success. A Christinas 
play is being planned now, 


ENGLISH IS COMMON TONGUE. 


Chinese Girig Learn It to Talk to One 
Another. 

Chinese women students in the Tung 
Fy College, Peking, China, are obliged 
to learn Engiish fo order to talk with 
ope another because of the different 
Gjalects used by the student body. 

Girts from the extreme western 
provinces of China, who attend the 
school, must remain in Peking during 
all of the eight years required for 
their high school and college train- 
jug, because to return each summer 
would require six weeks for the trip 
one way and would cost more than a 
trip to America and return. 

Girls from each of the western 
provinces speak a different language 
and they cannot understand one an- 
other any more than they can the giris 
from northern, southern, eastern or 
central provinces, Hence, they have 
adopted English as @ common tongue.
